London, Jan. 13 (CP), — Belief 

grew among observers in London to- 
day that Britain is preparing to 
strike a major blow in Ethiopia by 
land offensive and by aiding the na- 
tives to revolt against their Itallan 
conquerors. 

While naturally no one ts willing 
to disclose the plans of Britaln’s 
command In the Middle East, it was 
considered significant that Gen. Jan 
Smuts, prime minister of South Af- 
rica, said in @ week-end speech that 
the time for action against the Ital- 
lans had come and that “our role 
this year will be to help clear out 
Ethiopla of the enemy and not only 
Ethiopia but British Somaliland.” 

Unrest in Ethiopia has been con- 
stant, and this, plus the presence of 
a South African army on the fron- 
tier, has helped immobile thousands 
of Italians who otherwise might 
have been ab’e to help the Italians 
who are in difficulty in the north. 


Ant{-Fasclst Feeling Grows. 


In addition to Ethiopian unrest, 
travellers from that country report 
growing anti-Fascist fetting among 
the Itallans resident there. They 
are worried over the safety of thelr 
{amilles and have asked the French 
authorities at Jibut! to shelter them 
as evacuees in the event of a native 

prising. This request has been 
tured down, it is reported. 

Emperor Halle Selassie has been 
in Khartoum for some time but Bri- 
tish authorities have not been deal- 
ing with him alone, British policy 
in Ethiopia was outlined in the 
House of Commons last Dec. 18 by 
Richard Butler, forelgn under-secre- 
tary, when he sald: : 

“It 1s the policy of his Majesty's 
government to extend to Emperor 
Halle Selassie as well as to all ele- 
ments within” Ethiopia willing to 
bear arms against the enemy, all 
possible assistance in their fight for 
freedom.”

Income Tax Plan appeared in your 
paper and in the rates of taxes we 
have to pay, it states: The National 
Defence Tax must be paid, 2 per- 
cent on the total income.” 

“This tax is being deducted from 
the pay roll of every employee by 
the employer every month and 
turned over to the Department of 
Revenue.”

Editor's note:- According to in- 
formation received at the Bellevilie

No doubt asa leading 
citizen of: Italy he is well read in Italian 
culture and history. His remark as a 
soldier however seems strange for there 
have been poets who have also been 

i soldiers. 

j For there is Britain’s Prime Minister 

j who has served in war and in peace his 
country and civilization, one of the great- 
est men of his time and who possesses the 
spirit of the poet as well as the character 
of the patriot who fights for his country. 
He isa lover of the musical word and 
phrase in his beloved English but that has 
not prevented the life of action which has 

__gnarked his life. It may be recalled that on 
October 22nd last Mr. Churchill spoke in 
broadcast to France, which in June had 
collapsed. In the last words of that broad- 
cast he drew such a picture as only the 
poet can picture. It is as’if France were 
like a tired. and worn young soldier lying 
down to rest after the great struggle with 
the Hun. Mr. Churchill said, “Good night, 
then. Sleep to gather strength for the 
morning, for the morning will come, Bright 
it will shine on the brave and the true; 
kindly upon all who suffer for the cause; 
glorious upon the tombs of heroes—thus 
will shine the dawn.” and he closed with 
the bugle note as of reveille, “Vive La 
France!” That was-a poet speaking. His 
vast knowledge of men’s: hearts and his 
loyalty give him inspiration of noble utter- 
ance and his words bear the impress of 
greatness for they make men heroic. That 
is the only true poetry which inspires the 
noblest motives as love of country, cour- 

eee: noble living, sympathy. 

After the desert waste of the vast 
platitudes and oceans of bombast of 
Mussolini, the Italian general may have 
felt- the hollowness of Fascist rule. 

It wants a few leaders to teil Mussolini 

that he isthe cause of all this, that his 
ambition has takerl away the poetry and 
beauty of life and has substituted nothing 
for it except the lowest motives of 
ambition and conquest. 

On the other side when one looks at the 
United Kingdom and Empire fighting for 
the safety of the world and for the preser- 
vation of high ideals and a noble cause, it

ence in the world,for it makes worth while 
that for which men and women strike and

His identity was revealed by an Ameri- 
can. representative of a. broadcasting 
company recently returned from Berlin, 
where Haw-Haw, as he was humorousl 
dubbed by at first tolerant and then 
amused British public, is said to be 
receiving $75 a week for out-Goebbling 
Goebells, and making Ananias look as 
innocent as a new-born babe. 





Haw-Haw’s real name, he admits in an 
autobiography, which is really a copy of 
the renegade’s broadcasts with personal 
gaps filled in, is William JJoyce, He has a 
past, it is said, as unsavory as,any 
common underworld hanger-on, cand. six 
days before the war fled London, taking 
with him the funds of. an organization 


strongly National Socialist, which he had/‘ 


formed in England. 





According to the book, Haw-Haw pub- 
lished, he was born in 1906 in New York 
city. He went to Ireland with his father 


and mother and later attended the Univer- es 


sity of London. He studied English liter- 
ature, history and psychology. The rank 
egotism of the man asserted itself when he 
dubbed himself a professor of psychology 
and physics. When university officials 
protested, he blamed the title ona 
“clerical error.” 





‘A livid scar which stretches froma 
corner of his mouth diagonally across a 
cheek to the base of the ear, earned for 
him the nickname of “Scarface.” He was 
slashed with a razor during a street brawl 
between Mosley followers in London and 
citizens. He filled - minor posts with the 
British Mosley Fascists, but after a dispute 
with the Black-shirt leader, deserted him 
and formed a Nazi organization of his 
own. The story goes that Mosely discover- 
ed Haw-Haw had been “cooking the 
organization’s books” and called hima 
“chef, not a secretary.” 





His real identity was established, the 
New York-representative said, when his 
wife recognized his volce over the air and 
promptly reported him to police. She 
stated he took a Manchester showgirl with 
him to-Germany and married her without 
the formality of first securing a divorce. 
In Berlin they took the name Frolich, the 
German word for “joyous” or Joyce. 





The club-footed Goebbels and the scar- 
faced Joyce are marked men in more than 
one sense of the word. The precious duo 
forms one of the most unholy fabrication 
alliances history has seen, Together they 
have sunk more British battleships and 
merchantmen than the Royal Navy and 
the Merchant Marine possessed.

Is. it permissible to drink 
from a two-handled soup cup no 
matter how small?

Yes, it's proper to drink from a 
small two-handied soup cup—a 
boulllon cup—if we use only one 
handle: of the cup, as we would a 
tea cup. Asa matter of fact, that 
Is t we are expected to do: take 
two three sips of the clear soup 
with the bouillon spoon or teaspoon, 
to test the heat of the soup, and 
then drink the rest of the soup. 

The point is not so much that 
the soup*cup has two handles as 
that the soup ts a clear soup. Very 
often hostesses serve clear soup, in 
a two-handled cup larger than 
a boultion cup—the so-called cream 
soup cup. If we wish, we may 
drink the soup from this larger cup. 
But we should lift the cup by only 
one handle!

Toronto, Jan. 18 (CP)—Sir Will- 
jam Mulock, former Chief Justice of 
Ontario, said in an Interview here 
today on the eve of his 97th birth- 
day that he expects the Province of 
Quebec will become a “great Eng- 
Ush-speaking province” with the 
Prospect of “greater unity.” ’ 

When interviewed Sir William] - 
Was reading a copy of Le Jour, a 
French-language newspaper edited 
by Jean-Charles Harvey. 

“It ls men like Harvey and Ade- 
lard Godbout, the new’ Premier of 
Quebec, who are leading that pro- 
vince toward greater visions,” Sir 
Willlam said. “There are great 
changes coming there which have 
been held in check by men of nar- 
row vision and narrow minds. 

“I expect that during this com- 
ing year Premier Godbout will 
take steps toward a wider teach- 
ing of English throughout Que%ec.

Canadian Pilot

This industry has been 
geared up to a production capacity of about 
600 units per day of the various sypes of auto- 
motive equipment necessary for mechanized 
warfare. Contracts awarded for motorized 
equipment total $127,000,000.

The construction and financing of new plants 
in Canada on behalf of the Canadian and 
British governments for the manufacture of 
tanks, planes, guns, explosives, shells, and 
other war equipment is costing over $280,000,-

BUSINESS CONDITIONS 


The new year has opened with evidence 
on every hand of the stimulating effect 
upon general business of the increasing 
momentum of: Canada’s war effort, says 
the Bank of Montreal January report.

When plans for convoy against U- 
boat attack were first drawn up the 
experts put the maximum number 
of ships allowable in any group at 
90. That was the best number for 
convenience of handling and for 
protection. 

It was soon found that this ideal 
was not attainable, There were not 
enough escort vessels to go round. 
Larger convoys had to be arranged 
in order to keep up the total am- 
ount of supplies reaching us each 
week. But even then the Admiral- 
ty (as Lord Jellicoe pointed out in 
his book on the submarine peril) 
gave orders that in no case were 
the officers at the assembly ports 
to send s convoy of more than 26 
ships without special Admiralty 
permission. 

Even that concession did not 
meet the case. Finally the Ad- 
miralty found it was necessary to 
ralse the maximum to 36 ships. 
There was one occasion indeed 
when in an emergency sanction was 
given for a convoy of 4% ships to 
be sent homeward across the North 
Atlantic. And actually that arma- 
da came through unscathed. But it 
was a big risk. 


That shortage of escort vessels, 
marked even in 1917, when te 
Navy was numerically much strong- 
er than. it has been in recent 
months, is at the root of the prea- 
ent trouble. The smaller each con- 


guard them. 

If you have not the escort ves- 
sels, what are you to do? If you 
need to have 800 vessels a week in 


have 40 conyoys.- If each convoy 
must have for perfect coverage six 
destroyers (at times in the last war 
we had 10) you must have 240 de- 
stroyers, plus a reserve to take the 
place of craft that are refitting or 
are damaged or are lost in the op- 
erations. 

Even when the Navy had 400 de- 
stroyers in 1918 there were never 
240 that could be detached from 
other work — the actual fichting 
service with the fleet — to act as 
escorts, The most that could be 
gathered togtther even using the 
oldest craft we had was 123.

From the British Air Ministry. 
It has often struck me as

Even then our troubles were by 
no means over, for on the way back
